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Recently in this column, we 
made reference to the different me- 
thods of spelling on the fingers, the 
sign language, and the wig-wag 
signals, and suggested the superior 
ity of signs for long-distance signal- 
ing in the Navy. 

We plead guilty to a lamentably 
imperfect knowledge of the signaling 
methods employed in both the Army 
and Navy. Observing this short- 
coming, a kind friend has called our 
attention to the " Infantry Drill Re- 
gulations," which, over the signature 
of Major General Leonard Wood, is 
approved and adopted by the Re- 
gular Army and the Organized Mili- 
tia of the United States. 

It would take a -long time to 
digest, and a very much longer time 
to go into the technique of this little 
book, though brevity and clearness 
characterizes it from cover to cover. 
Apart from the patriotic interest 
which every one must feel in look- 
ing over a volume that guides and 
governs the methods and movements 
of our great fighting units, there is 
for us an additional interest, because 
of the direct connection with the 
military training which the boys at 
.wood (and recently at half a 
dozen other schools for the deaf) are 
at present undergoing. 

Ivven in time of war, exemption 

from military service is one of the 

handicaps, or penalities, of deafness. 

Every soldier must be able to hear 

the words of command. In the 

Regular Army and Organized Militia 

there are five simplified methods of 

conveying commands — by voice, 

bugle signals, whistle signals, flag 

goats, and arm signal 

It will be observed that three of 

these methods appeal to the ear, and 

two to the eye alone. 

The arm signals used are simply 
arbitrary signs, and so closely re- 
semble signs used by the deaf that 
our cadets could master them in a 
few minutes. 

There are many situations in 
which oral commands are futile. 
" The firing line can rarely be con- 
lied by voice alone; thorough 
training to insure the proper use of 
scribed signals is necessary. " 
We understand that military 
drill for boys is to be added to the 
curriculum of one or more Institu 
tions for the Deaf at the beginning 
of the Fall term. 

The opportunity for thorough 
practice in the regulation arm and 
flag signaling should be, theirs. 
They can not hear, therefore these 
systems of silent signaling ought to 
be mastered. They should get as 
close as possible to regulation effi- 
ciency in taking commands. 

In executing commands their 
ity has been proven before the ] 
and under the inspection of 
army officers, for many years.
